Broadway. ‘Here once stood the hand- 
some residences of the Motts and De 
Pauws, and the westerly corner of. the 
Mills-House occupies the site of the 
stately mansion of A. T. Stewart, the. 
great merchant. The locality used to 
be the centre of New York’s wealth 
and intellect. ‘Here and there a house- 
front bears evidence beneath its pres- 
ent grime of the old- -time splendor, but 
buildings once the homes of the city’s, 
most influentiai citizens are now ten- 
anted by Hebrews and Hungarians and 
‘| society and culture have long since re- 
moved from this quarter in the contin- 
ual march northward. A year or so 
ago when I visited the old Stewart 
residence and walked through the great 
archway which led to the inner court, 
I found that court’ marvelously trans- 
formed. Once- animated by-scullions 
running here and there, butlers gos- 
siping with maids, and_ hostlers hitch- 
ing prancing steeds to the great coach, 
it was when I saw it littered with rub- 
bish,-and-the_part_that_had™ been the 
servant’s quarters was. used by atin 
shop. It is curious that the site of 
former social splendor should have 
crumbled and decayed -for years till 
now when it has been made the seat 
of an institution which is a long step 
forward toward the attainment of a 
more wholesome social order. 

Through the courtesy.of one. of the 
officials in charge I waa permitted to 
make a very thorough inspection of the 
new hotel and its practic.] workings a 
few nights ago. Sleet and rain were 
falling out-of-doors on this particular 
night, but the dismalness of Bleecker 
Street was happily interrupted by the 
broad blaze of light which streamed 
out upon the shining pavements from 
the hotel’s lower windows, High 
above the street loomed the huge 
structure rows upon rows of lighted 
windows attesting to its quickly appre- 
ciated mission.

Gold Watches and Rings Stolen in a Man- 
ner Similar to Thefts a Year ago. 


A bold robbery, similar to that of one 
year ago, was successfully carried out at

Tribute toa Brave Man. 


Some of the readers of the TowNsMAN 
will recall Mr. Geo. R- Blodgett of Schen- 
ectedy N. Y., who died on Saturday from 
a wound inflicted by a burglar the 
night before, as a student at Philli 
Academy. He graduated in 1880 with the 
valedictory. “®ntering Yale the same 
year, he graduated at that _unbesenlly in 
1884, taking one of the philosophical 
orations. He studied law in Booking e 

iving especial attention to patent law. 

e began practice in New York and af- 
terwards removed to Boston, where he 
practiced some years as a member of the 
firm of Bently and Blodgett. In 1893 he 
became counsel of the General Electric 
Company: and removed to Schénectedy, 
N. Y., the head quarters of the company. 
Mr. Blodgett was married in 1893, and 
leaves a widow and one child. He had 
been remarkably successful in the prac-. 
tice of patent law for a man of his years, 
and held at his death a place of high re- 
sponsibility and influence. He was un- 
spoiled by success, a sincere Christian, 
a true man; faithful and lovable in every 
relation. He was one of the most loyal 
of the younger Alumni of Phillips Acad- 
emy. He made a generous contribution 
to the Alumni fund, and was at his death 
a member of the Alumni Committee. In 
the shock and pang of his sudden and 
tragic death, ‘his friends take some com- 
fort in remembering that he fell as a 
brave man, facing a robbing miscreant 
unarmed. He might, of course, have 
avoided danger by submitting to robbery. 
He took. the course suggested by manly 
impulse, probably the wiser course. For 
like every man who dies for resisting} 
crime in proper ways he laid down his 
life, a martyr to the security and peace 
of society. The martyrdom will bear 
fruit Sooner or Jater the innocent and 
law-abiding will have ia this country a 
protection from murderers, app oaching 
that given in other civilized lands.
